Ciry Iuprovemerts.—Quite a crowd collects 
daily to witness the details of the progress made 
in the improvement of Clark street, between 
Randolph and Washington streets, where the 
Nicholson pavement is being laid down. This 
pavement seems to have claims which eminently 
well adapt it to streets like our own, presenting 
as it does u solid, compact, and mutually sup- 
porting surface. Every one can see that the 
rubble stone of the ordinary paving may yield 
and itself be depressed by the passing wheel, 
and an inspection of some of our streets so 
paved indicates that this is the case. In planked 
streets, if the plank be of sufficient thickness, 
pressure at any one point is distributed over a 
large surface; but plank will wear out. The 
Nicholson pavement comes the nearest to the 
realization of a planked street in its prime, with 
its period of usefulness infinitely prolonged. 

And it there are advantages, as indeed there 
are, they are in favor of the latter, in the mat- 
ter of surface, giving a better foothold for hor- 
ses. The pavement is, in brief, the arrange- 
ment of blocks, six inches in length, cut from 
three-inch oak plank, placed upon their ends 
upon the board-covered surface of the atreet. 
Between the lines of blocks an interstice is left 
above, and the blocks are then firmly nailed to 
their places. The interspaces, which thus cross 
the street at right angles, ere very solidly packed 
with gravel, mixed with coal tar, of which lat- 
ter the lower board covering also receives a 
coating. The tar and gravel give to the blocks 


When. finished, the result is a beautifully 
smooth sar face, over which the wheels pass with 
a rumbling, unlike and decidedly preferable to 
the clatter of the rubble pavement. As to dura- 
bility, the trial that has been made of the Nich- 
olson pavement on Wells street, between Clark 
and South Water streets, where for months past 
it has received and sustained « very heavy trav- } 
el, seems satisfactory. 

To the person passing over this pavement in a 
vehicle, the freedom from noise is delightful, 
and from this same cause the dwellers, and 
those doing business along the thoroughfare, are
